fast  application  and  release  two 
or  more  times  per  second. 

7.  If  you  skid,  steer  instantly 
in  the  direction  of  the  skid  to 
head  the  car  back  on  course. 
Steer  Just  enough  to  correct  the 
skid.  This  takes  much  practice 
on  uncrowded  roads,  but  It  can 
make  a tremendous  difference 
in  winter  driving  ability. 

OF  rOl’RSE.  chains  and  snow 
tires  are  the  biggest  mechanical 
help  in  snow-and-ice  driving.  The 
Safety  Council  reports  that  re- 
inforced chains  give  five  times 
as  much  starting  ability  on  glare 
ice  as  regular  tires.  Reinforced 
tire  chains  have  small  barbs, 
resembling  the  barbs  on  a 
barbed-wire  fence,  on  the  chain 
cross-bands.  These  barbs  cut  di- 
rectly inta  the  ice. 

RKGl’I.AR  TIKE  chains  give 
three  times  the  starting  ability 
of  regular  tires  on  glare  ice. 
Even  snow  tires  increase  trac- 
tion 40  per  cent  on  ice — often 
enough  to  make  the  difference 
between  slippery  and  safe  driv- 
ing. They  up  traction  by  70  per 
cent  over  regular  tires  on 
packed  snow,  according  to  a 
“Changing  Times”  Kiplinger  re- 
port. 

But  there  Is  no  substitute  for 
a “winterized  attitude”  toward 
driving,  for  extra  alertness,  for 
4he  jiatlence  which  pulls  the  foot 
off  the  gas  pedal  and  for  re- 
spect for  the  power  of  a thin 
glaze  of  water  where  it  is 
frozen.

GOP  has  bad  image  says  Burton 


Lawrence  Burton,  administra- 
tive assistant  to  Governor 
George  D.  Clyde,  told  several 
BYU  political  science  students 
Monday  that  Republicans  have 
failed  to  establish  a favorable 
image  to  voters.  • 

BURTON,  A Rf*publican,  ex- 
plained that  in  the  minds  of  the 
American  people,  "Individual- 
ism, conservatism  and  capital- 
i.sm  are  veduced  to  ‘against- 
ism.’  ” 

“The  Republicans  have  failed 
to  preserve  these  terms  as  the 
respectable  terms  that  they  arc,” 
he  said.  "It’s  not  what  the  peo- 
ple arc  against  but  what  they 
are  for  that  counts,”  he  added. 

HE  LUSTED  the  Sherman 
Anti-Trust  Act  and  the  Taft- 
Hartley  Act  along  with  the  in- 
terstate highway  program  as 
being  dynamic  and  forward 


steps  taken  under  Republican 
sponsorship. 

Referring  to  the  Communist 
threat,  Mr.  Burton  said,  “In 
many  respects  we  are  trying  to 
beat  Communism  at  its  own 
game” — appealing  to  the  mater- 
ial side  of  man.  The  American 
heritage  was  not  born  from  try- 
ing to  fill  stomachs,  he  said.  He 
then  quoted  the  scripture,  “.Man 
shall  not  live  by  bread  alone,” 
and  that  “Christ  did  not  win 
converts  by  promising  full  stom- 
achs.” 

FOR  THIS  country  to  survive 
it  is  necessary  to  return  to  the 
philosophy  -ipon  which  the  na- 
tion was  founded— a society  of 
individualism  and  non-material- 
ism, he  said. 

In  the  United  States  there 
are  essentially  180  million  poli- 
ticians and  that  politics  neces- 


sarily implies  party,  either  Re- 
publican or  IDemocrat.  The  so- 
called  Independents  carry  little 
weight  because  most  major  bat- 
tles are  fought  within  the  par- 
ties, he  concluded.

The  purpose  of  the  discus- 
sion, according  to  Dr.  Richard 
Bushman,  committee  chairman, 
is  to  further  explore  the  sub- 
ject and  to  encourage  students 
to  think  actively  about  each 
talk. 

IF  STUDENTS  listen  to  each 
speech  with  the  idea  of  asking 
intelligent  questions  after,  the 
discussion  will  serve  as  an  in- 
centive to  think,  he  said. 

The  post-mortem  will  be  led 
by  a member  of  the  faculty 
from  a department  correspond- 
ing with  the  speaker’s  field. 

After  each  forum,  the  speak- 
er will  be  told  that  there'  is 
going  to  be  a discussion  of  his 
speech  before  the  studentbody 
and  he  may  stay  and  answer 
questions  if  it  is  convenient. 
'The  discussions  will  be  held, 
however,  with  or  without  the 
speaker. 

FORMERLY,  the  opportunity 
to  discuss  forum  speeches  and 
ask  questions  about  the  speak- 
er’s ideas  was  limited  to  small 
classroom  groups,  but  now  the 
entire  studentbody  will  have  a 
chance  to  participate.

Service  unit  sets  up  student  blood  bank 


Tlie  question  is  often  asked,  How  does  the  United  Order 
differ  from  socialism?  While  the  two  systems  are  so  vastly 
different  that  a book  would  hardly  suffice  to  note  the  dis- 
tinctions, some  contrasting  elements  can  be  mentioned  here. 
Primarily  they  are  founded  upon  contrasting  philosophies 
and  proiiose  establishing  machinery  for  achieving  their 
respective  ideals  that  differ  in  form  and  structure. 

IN  SOCIALISM  a political  state  is  usually  involved, 
with  state  ownership,  management  or  control  of  economic 
affairs.  A chief  characteristic  of  the  state  is  power;  and  by 
nature  a social  and  economic  program  founded  in  the  state 
must  use  that  power  to  compel,  by  persuasion  or  by  force, 
diverging  elements  within  the  body  politic  to  comply  with 
its  program,  thus  curtailing  the  agency  of  men. 

There  is  no  state  or  political  power  involved  in  the  liord’s 
program  of  economics.  It  i’s  centered  in  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  and  is  dependent  ui>on  man’s  responsiveness  to  the 
power  of  God’s  Spirit  for  its  successful  operation. 

IT  IS  BASED  upon  the  covenants  of  the  Gospel,  where 
. free,  mature  individuals  covenant  together  and  with  the 
Lord,  to  support  a program  that  simultaneously  develops  the 
individual  while  promoting  union,  brotherhood  and  economic 
well  being  among  men. 

Compulsion  is  not  to  be  exercised  within  the  system.  In- 
stead, the  appeal  of  truth  and  the  stimulus  of  spiritual  pow- 
5 promote  the  needed  spontaneity  to  motivate  the  individ-

ual  to  fulfill  his  responsibilities  to  others  in  the  system. 

IN  THE  LAW  of  Consecration,  the  individual  recognizes 
that  the  earth  is  the  lord’s  and  the  fulness  thereof;  pd  ac- 
cordingly he  consecrates  all  that  he  has,  including  his  time 
and  talents,  to  the  Lord,  through  His  instrument,  the  Bish- 
op. Next  the  individual  is  delegated  a stew’ardshii)— a given 
portion  of  the  Lord’s  property.  _ 

This  is  not  a plan  based  upon  an  equal  division  of  prop- 
erty, or  on  any  division  at  all.  It  is  founded  upon  a union 
of  property,  the  final  deed  of  which  is  reposed  in  the  Chu^h, 
and  men  are  stewards,  not  private  property  owmers.  (See 
D.  & C.  104:54-56.)  The  system  is  decentralized  to  where  it 
functions  largely  on  a community  level. 

In  each  community  there  is  a storeliouse,  which,  when 
developed,  becomes  the  center  of  economic  interests  for  the 
community  and  where  surplus  wealth  is  centered. 

Surplus  w’ealth  is  accumulated  in  the  storehouse,  first, 
by  consecrations  that  exceed  the  property  that  is  thereafter 
delegated  to  the  individual  as  a stew^ardship,  and  second,  by 
each  steward  thereafter  turning  surplus  profits  into  the 
storehouse — ^jirofits  over  and  above  that  required  to  sup- 
port his  family  and  give  them  a standard  of  living  equiv- 
alent to  other  families  in  the  community. 

' THE  LORD’S  PROGRAM  is  intensely  individualistic 
and  is  founded  uix>n  that  union  and  brotherhood  that  is  made 
possible  only  by  the  Spirit.  As  a member  of  the  system,  the 
individual  is  guaranteed  certain  “private  rights.” 

First,  he  has  the  right  to  be  a steward — to  have  prop- 
erty or  income-producing  responsibilities  delegated  to  him. 

Second,  he  has  the  right  to  negotiate  as  to  the  size  and 
kind  of  stewardship  he  receives;  and  if  he  and  the  Bishop 
cannot  mutually  agree  on  these  matters,  he  cannot  be  forced 
to  accept  the  Bishop’s  decision.  Instead,  an  independent  body 
of  twelve  High  Pi'iests  (possibly  the  High  Council)  is  given 
charge  of  the  matter. 

THIRD,  HE  HAS  THE  RIGHT  to  be  secure  in  his  stew- 
ardship. It  is  delegated  to  him  by  deed.-  so  that  no  other  per- 
son can  take  it  from  him  without  his  consent,  except,  possi- 
bly, w'here  principles  of  eminent  domain  might  thereafter 
apply.  The  steward  can  even  take  the  stewardship  out  of 
the  system  and  make  of  it  private  property,  if  he  leaves 
tiie  system  or  is  cut  off  the  Church. 

Fourth,  he  has  the  right  personally  to  manage  and  de- 
velop his  stew'ardship.  Here  the  principles  of  free  enter- 
prise largely  apply.  The  steward  sells  his  produce  on  the 
open  market  and  receives  a return  based  upon  supply,  de- 
mand, etc. ; in  this  resi>ect,  the  system  is  much  like  capital-

Fire  Marshall 
pleads  caution 


‘Man  in  Havana’ 
is  quasi-comedy 


“Have  a safe  Merry  Christ- 
mas." 

This  is  the  plea  of  BYU  Fire 
and  Safety  Marshall  Eldon  R. 
Henrichsen  as  Christmas  trees 
adorn  many  buildings  on  cam- 
pus. 

CHRISTMAS  TREES  can  be 
dangerous  fire  hazard  if  not 
cared  for  properly,  Mr.  Hen- 
richsen pointed  out. 

“The  tree  skould  be  set  up 
in  a water-containing  stand," 
he  said.  “It  should  be  kept  in 
a cool  part  of  the  building 
away  from  radiators  and  heat 
vents.” 

“Use  fire  proof  decorations," 
“and  electric  lights  that  bear 
the  Underwriter’s  Laboratories 
(UL)  label,  which  signifies  that 
they  have  passed  the  test  for 
safety." 

“MAKE  SURE  the  lights  are 
in  good  condition,  and  don’t 
leave  them  burning  while  away 
from  home,"  Mr.  Henrichsen 
cautioned. 

“Inspect  the  tree  from  time  to 
time  to  see  whether  any  need- 
les near  the  lights  have  started 
to  turn  brown,"  he  said.  “If  so, 
change  the  position  of  the 
lights.” 

“Gift  wrappings  should  be 
discarded  promptly  after  the 
presents  are  opened,"  he  con- 
cluded.

Fifth,  the  individual  steward  has  a voice  in  community 
expenditures  from  the  storehouse. 

Sixth,  the  steward  has  the  right  to  draw  upon  the 
storehouse  for  funds  to  develop  and  expand  his  stewardship, 
but  he  must  exercise  this  right  in  conjunction  with  the  equal 
right  of  others  to  do  likewise ; and  it  is  limited  by  the  fact 
that  he  must  demonstrate  integrity  and  ability  in  the  man- 
agement of  his  stewardship  before  receiving  any  large  out- 
lay of  cash  from  the  storehouse. 

SEVENTH,  EACH  steward  has  the  right  to  call  upon 
the  storehouse  to  supply  his  family  needs,  in  case  of  re- 
verses that  seriously  curtail  his  income. 

It  should  be  understood  that  while  we  often  speak  of 
the  total  Church  program  as  the  United  Order,  in  Joseph 
Smith’s  day  there  was  a basic  distinction  made  between  the 
Law  of  Consecration,  as  a community  program,  and-  the 
United  Order.  The  latter  was  organized  according  to  the 
principles  of  consecration  and  stewardship,  but  applied  to 
the  level  of  general  church  administration. 

THE  UNITED  ORDER  included  businesses  that  were 
to  be  managed  for  the  benefit  of  the  whole  church  and  that 
were  designed  to  coordinate  the  activities  of  the  individual 
communities.  In  other  words,  the  United  Order  acted  ^as 
sort  of  an  umbrella  over  the  whole  system.  (See  D.  & C.  78, 
82,  92.  96.  104.)
